Mifchief? Muft we tamely bear all this, and not fo 
much as mention it, for the poor Revenge of Robbing 
thefe Induftrious Creatures of the Renown and Glory 
they have fo juftly purchafed by their Iniquities ? 
hat the Reader may be convinced I do not wron 
them, I fhall here prefent him with a fimall Collection of 
Letters from my Correfpondents, which contain the 
frefheft Memoirs of their Atchievements. .
